LAME DUCK CONGRESS 


The term "lame duck session" is not 


respectful, but expressive. It has come 
to be applied regularly to the short 
.session of congress coming after a bi- 
ennial election. It is not quite so ap- 


- -plicable this winter as it often is. Con- 


gress as a whole has not been repudi- 
ated in the fall election. The same par- 
ty remains in power. But there are 
'many "lame ducks." Many congress- 
men and senators whom the people 
voted out of office on Nov. 6 go back 
to Washington to continue legislating 
for a constituency that has chosen 
their successors. 


There is said to be not another leg- 


islative body on earth where this sort 
bf thing is permitted. Everywhere else 
it is taken as a matter of course that 
-when a new legislature is elected, it 
should assume its duties as soon as 
possible, and in the meantime the old 
body should do no further legislating. „ 
The present system is a relic of prim- 
itive days when it took months for the 
results ^of an election to become known 
and for the new congress to convene. 
Noy there is no such excuse for fail- 
ing to give prompt expression to the 
people's will. 


The same line of reasoning applies 


naturally to the presidency. The pres- 
ent incumbent of the White house 
cannot be considered as a "lame duck" 
president. Yet there have been such, 
and will be again, and occasions may 
arise when it would be extremely de- 
sirable for the president-elect to as- 
sume office more promptly. Efforts to 
.have the president inaugurated and 
the new congress convened >early- in 
January; have failed so far, mainjy for 
reasons of personal interest on the 
part of the members of congress. But 
sentiment for this reform grows stead- 
ily. Sooner or later it will be adopted 
,ms a 'sensible detail of representative 
government 


MAKING MONEY OUT OF WAR 


Robert H. Brand, a British finan- 


cier, takes exception to President Coo- 
Jidge's recent statement that, far from 
America making a profit out of the 
war, that experience cost us half our 
pre-war wealth in military expenses, 
pension liabilities, etc. Mr. Brand 
figures our actual war- cost at about 
I7y2 per cent of our wealth instead of 
50 per cent. On the "other hand, he fig- 
ures that the war cost Great Britain 
70 per cent of its wealth. 


This authority distinguishes be- 


tween our government and our people 
in casting his war balance. Admitting 
heavy expenditures and liabilities as- 
sumed by the government, he observes 
that while the American government 
was spending money, American pri- 


. vate enterprise was making money. 
Thus a large part of \vhat was spent at 
Washington, he said, not to mention 
what was spent by the allied powers, 
went into the pockets of American 
business interests. Hence most of the 
expenditure did not leave-the country, 
he holds, and was not a national war 
loss. 


So complex a question may be ar- 


gued both ways. There is little benefit 
to anybody in continuing the argu- 
ment. Mr. Brand concludes with this 
striking statement: "The American na- 
tion became much richer during the 
war, while all of the other belligerent 
nations became much poorer." At least 
we became much richer after the war, 
so that our present prosperity is a 
natural incentive for envy. But why 
not? The war was not our making. It 
was Europe's diversion and Europe 
mast expect to pay the price. 


AERIAL HI-JACKERS NEXT 
Highwaymen are tackling the air 


The other day two robbers held 


up an air mail track in St Louis on its 
way to the local air port, and took five 
bags full of outgoing mail. They got 
. away with, their loot There was some 


money in registered letters. 
There 


were also about $1,000,000 worth of 
checks, which did the robbers no good 
but made trouble for other people. 
The incident is a reminder that 'we 
may expect at any time to read of the 
next step in criminal progress—attacks 
on air planes in flight, by robbers fly- 
ing their own pursuit planes. 
There 


seems to be nothing that the modern 
breed of highwaymen will stop' at. 
Birdmen may have to arm against air- 
hawks. 


RADIO FOR LABOR 


Organized labor is taking a more 


lively interest in radio. The American 
Federation of'Labor is considering a 
broadcasting campaign that will carry 
the message of labor into every Amer- 
ican home possessing a radio set. 
A 


stepping stone to this objective is the 
possession of the radio station WCFL 
of Chicago, by the Chicago Federation 
of Labor. An effort is being made to 
persuade the Federal Radio commis- 
sion to give that station "an exclusive 
national channel with unlimited time 
and power." In case the commission 
refuses, the labor leaders say, they will 
appeal to congress. 


Some interests will object to this. If 


a controversy arises, it will be an in- 
teresting one, involving the question 
of free speech. 
Application of that 


principle to broadcasting has not yet 
been clearly worked out. It can prob- 
ably be taken for granted that the la- 
bor people, sooner or later, in one way 
or another, will-get what they want. 
And in this instance, why not? 


It seems to us that if there is one 


group of interests in the United States 
which ought to have an exclusive na- 
tional channel for broadcasting it is 
organized labor. The rest of the 500 
stations and more are used for the 
benefit of every other interest, from 
religion to business, and covering ev- 
ery possible field of propaganda. Radio 
is an invaluable agency for the exten- 
sion of labor's educational program, 
for the strengthening of its ranks and 
the achievement of its pufposes. It is 
entitled, it seems to us, to one exclu- 
sive channel.

$2,169,000,000. THat leaves only $1,- 
600,000,000 for the operating expenses 
of normal government activities. 


Deducting from the latter figure the 


estimates for the army and navy, we 
find that less than one-fourth of the 
national budget is devoted to the 
peaceful, civil activities of the govern- 
ment. Anyone is privileged to do a 
little day-dreaming on what might be 
accomplished for peaceful progress if 
we had no war bills to pay, and real 
disarmament could be brought 'about

It encour- 
ages rest, for patients striped of all 
clothing are not Inclined to wander 
around the -ward or house as when 
dressed. Patients discouraged -with 
ong drawn out treatments seenl' to 
cain new encouragement and 'hone 
when they discard clothing.

EXTRAVERTS 


President Wilson was fond 
of 


quoting a limerick to the 
effect 


that I'my face I don't mind It for 
I'm behind it." It is the personality 
behind the face that counts and 
that IB becoming increasingly more 
interesting as we learn its secrets. 


James Oppenheim has just pub- 


lished an 
exceedingly interesting 


book that will be welcomed by 'all 
who like to delve into their own 
mental life or the mental lives of 
others. He calls the book "Behind 
Your Front" and that title gives an 
idea of what the book is like. That 
is, it hints at the fact that It ia gay 
and Informal, not dry and technical 
and heavy. It takes an obscure and 
highly 
complicated 
subject 
ana 


treats it in such a way that the av- 
erage reader can not only under- 
stand it but can greatly enjoy- it. 


What the book really does Is to 


divide people into introverts and ex- 
traverts, comparing them and con- 
trasting them. It gives the various *> 
classes of introverts and the vari- 
ous types of extraverts. It j?uts 
each in his proper pigeonhole and 
cities numerous examples from con 
temporary life and from history. 


Very roughly speaking, the in- 


trovert is the manjjOf thought and 
the extravert the man of action. 
That is the way they used to be 
classified years ago when psychoan- 
alysis had never been heard of and 
when the terms "introverts" _ and 
"extraverts" had not come into gen- 
eral usage. 
, 


The subject is not quite as easy 


as all that of course. In most cas- 
es it is exremely difficult to decide _. 
whether a man is an introvert or^ 
an extravert, and Oppenheim read- 
ily admits that. If that were not the 
case it would not have been possible 
to write a whole book on the sub- 
ject. If a man is an introvert, what 
sort of an introvert is he and how 
much of a mixture of the . exxtra- 
vert is he and how much of a mix- 
ture of the extravert-is there in 
him? And the-same with the extra- 
vert It is extremely hard to get the 
"pure culture," as the bacteriolog- 
ists would say. 


Usually the extravert is the per- 


son who easily and naturally 
fits 


into his surroundings. He is a good 
mixer, feels at ease in his environ- 
ment, spontaneously does what ev- 
erybody else is doing, has the opin- 
ion of the crowd, fits snugly into 
his business 
or --.profession, 
gets 


along well, makes a good living, and 
is not disturbed by many doubts. 
His religion is Browning's line, 
All's right -with fhe world." George 
F. Babbitt is almost completely an 
extravert 


The introvert, on the other hand, 


usually has^an uneasy sense of be- 
ing a misfit. He does not belong 
completely and spontaneously. Ho-""" 
is plagued by doubts. He is never 
very sure that he js right or that 
anything else is right. He feels' that 
there is always a wide margin for 
error and he is lacing in that com- 
fortable feeling that he and -his 
class have a right to their position 
aecause they happen to be born to 
.t. He is often a failure ia business 
because he is not single-minded and 
simple-minded enough. 


The extraverts roughly 
speaTi- 


ing says Oppenheim, usually have 
a more comfortable time of it ton 
the "surface and in all their outward 
relations. But the introverts, mora 
uncomfortable/socially and spiritual- 
y compensated by a greater depth 
of nature that the average extra- 
vert hardly even suspects. 


Oppenheim 
does not judge be- 


tween the two types, 
contenting 


himself with describing them, but 
[ suspect his sympathies are with 
the introverts. The extraverts are s 
the leaders in business and war but 
the introverts are the ones who give 
life a richness that makes it gen- 
uinely worth, while."

An animal in this con- 
dition Is not harmful in many in- 
stances, although its saliva would 
poison another animal or human be- 
ing, ho explained.

tine. Center, Ellington and Green- 
ville are the towns quarantined.

The 
associations in the West are ask- 
ing around 45 cents 
per pound, 


which will mean at least 50 cents to 
the farmer. 


Work of alfalfa verification car- 


ried ou in cooperation with the Mon- 
tana Department of Agriculture, has 
grown to considerable proportions, 
said the 
seed and weed experts. 


Twelve cars have been received and 
unloaded under the supervision of 
the division to date. 
About 40,000 


pounds of Gri-om alfalfa has been 
received and will be cleaned and re- 
sealed under the supervision of the 
department. 


The verification of Nebraska corn 


is in progress and information has 
just been received of the shipment 
of 3,000 bushels to v Wisconsin. The 
records on., this ccrn have all been 
examined and prove that they are 
Wisconsin varieties grown from ap- 
proved Wisconsin seed stock. This 
corn will be sealed and a verifica- 
tion tag attached to each bag.

would be a high protein concentrate 
such as oil meal, gluten feed or soy- 
bean meal,

about 30 per cent protein. 


Not only was it found that these 


feeds were the best for balancing 
the ration, but, that for the nutri- 
ents contained the cost per pound 
of nutrients was less than In the 
case of the low grade feeds. Also 
when the high protein feeds were 
purchased less had to be fed and 
the bulklness of the ration was cut 
down, •while greater palatabillty was 
obtained. 


Another advantage of buying the 


high protein feeds was discovered to 
be in the fertilizing value to the 
soil On an average about 70 per 
cent of the value of a feed is con- 
tained in the excrement. It was 
noted that such feeds as a commer- 
cial oat feed contained only about 
15 pounds 
of nitrogen, and

of phosphorus 
In

T h e o d o r e Pequin Has 


Watched Generation Pas 
from Driver's'Seat 


Kaukauna—Never missing a day's 


work in the last 41 years as a tax: 
driver is the record made by Theo- 
dore Pequin, Kaukauna's only tax' 
owner. He was the only taxi driver 
when he started his line here in 


1S8S, 
aud he is the only one today 


He made his stopping place at the 
Grand View hotel and he still stops 
there. Mr. Pequin's work consists of 
meeting trains, carrying pas3engers 
and driving for marriages and fu- 
nerals. 


He can tell of any number of local 


people whom he took to the train 
after their marriage and the*, years 
later drove their children after their 
marriage. "When he first started his 
taxi line he used an old "juggy with 
curtains.. 


"I had a hard time pulling through 


deep mud on dark nights," he said. 


Mr. Pequin came to 
Kaukauna 


from Oshkosh. In a few years- his 
taxi business increased to such an 
extent that he hold his buggy and 
bought a bus. It could carry a num- 
ber of passengers and it -was closed, 
quite an improvement over his first 
buggy. 


After driving the bus for ten years 


he bought out a hack line of Charles 
Spec":. 
This hack 
he -an for • IS 


years and is still in his possession. 
At that time he was meeting trains 
that stopped at the 
Chicago and 


Northwestern depot 
on the north 


side of the river and the trains stop- 
ping- at the Chicago and.Lake Shore 
depot on the south side of the river. 


He still meets the trains at the 


city's two "depots. "When he started 
riis line sbc trains stopped at each 
depot a day and now 13 trains stop 
here. 


Mr. Pequin has seen the city grow 


'rom a population of about 4,000 to 
6,000. He saw new buildings erect- 
id, streets paved, new streets made 
and the change-of travel from hors- 
es to automobiles, but he tays there 
was about as much business here 40 
years ago as there Is at the present 
time. At that time there were a 
arge number of boarding houses and 
:hey 
were always filled with men. 


These men later settled in the city 
and the boarding houses, ceased to 
nourish, he said. 


In 1916 Mr. Pequin bought a Ford 


:axi, one of the first, cars and the 
first taxi In -.be city. It was con- 
sidered a great luxury at that time, 
tie said. He -used the automobile the 
year round, but had some hard times 
in the winter'to keep it going when 
the weather turned cold., 


Now the old Ford is stored away 


and he isvdriving a Yellow Cab. A 
:ew times other men 'started a taxi 
ine, but none of them operated long, 
so.
